Capt.  Raid  was  ohoaen  foreman,  and  the  lea* 
timony  of  fivo  wibioeeoa  waa  taken.  From 
evidonoe  addoifOdr  lb*  morder  appaaf* 
to  have  been  a  most  cold  bloodpd  one. 
Bennett  bad  been  living  in  a  small  house  on 
Fort  street,  midway  between  the  market 
and  Government  street.  Among  the  fte- 
qnenlers  of  bia  boose  was  a  rather  good* 
looking  yoohg  Hydah  sqnaw,  with  wboeo 
eharmii  Bennett  became  fascinated,  and  en* 
deuvnred  to  induce  her  to  live  with  him 
For  some  reason  tha  girl  declined.

Wa  have  before  called  ptiblie  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  law  requires  tha  Sheriff  to 
open  a  list  for  the  registration  of  all  duly 
qualified  voters  on  tbe  first  of  January,  and 
keep  the  list  open  ^^jbr  foartaan  t!aya.  Laat 
the  country  districts  may  not  have  full  no- 
tioa^owing  to  their  distance  from  the  town 
tMMl'  fbr  flMr  toama^olk  may  forget  the 
notiee  till  It  ia  too  late,  we  call  attention  to 
the  feet  again.  In  five  days  henco  the  list 
will  bo  opened :  and  it  becomes  ail  who 
wiah  to  inaagurate  a  belter  state  of  (hfaga  in 
the  country — by  the  election  of  better  men  to 
tbe  Assembly  than  now  fill  tha  Government 
IhMebaa— to  pay  partienlar  attention  to  tbe 
ragtstration  of  their  votes.  Tha  importance 
of  regi»t-\tion  is  more  apparent  when  we 
atate  that  our  parliament  is  a  triennial  one, 
tliat  ia*  dueled  aaary  three  yaaia.  Tba  writ 
sommoning  the  election  of  the  pre^ont  A.<- 
atrnWy  waa  issued  in  December,  1859,  and 
tftiatbrea  years  will  of  course  end  in  Decem- 
ber 1862— next  year.  Cooeeqaantly  if  the 
legialature  la  rot  dissolved  before  next  De- 
eember,it  will  cease  then  by  act  of  limitation ; 
and  a  new  election  in  eitbar  oasa  will  have 
to  take  place.  As  no  r«c}strat{oa  aati  take 
place  after  the  14ih  January  next  ensuinc;, 
tbe  character  of  tbe  next  Assembly  will  de- 
fUoA  antiialy  upon  the  «otee  ragiatered  at 
that  time.  In  an  Aas^embly  auch  aa  ours, 
where  it  is  nnmetically  small^  oQa  member 
ie  aa  important  to  the  GoeaMMnaiit  or  Oppo- 
sition aa  fifty  in  the  JHonse  of  Commons. 
It  becomes  then  necessary  that  the'  electors 
should  be  fifty  times  more  vigilant  here  than 
la  the  United  Eingdotti  In  raeording  tbair 
vataa  ao  thiit  iio  man  shall  ba  rsjtoraad^  wliq 
does  not  fully  and  fairly  represent  the  coun- 
try, nor  who  is  not  a  Ihoniuah  Beformer. 
It  iatbavoiaaof  the  elaolora,  intelligently 
and  wisely  caal  for  good  men  and  true,  that 
will  purify  our  unwholesome  political  alroos* 
pbara,  and  randar  the  Assainbly  really  a 
Bsafnl  aad  independent  body  as  a  whole, 
mnd  not  a  weak  aubmissire  Cooncil,  strong 
only  in  strengthaaing  an  already  too  strong 
Btaantiva ;  and  acrfhia  obiefly  in  doing 
wrong. 

Had  tbe  ofTorts  of  (h<>  Reformera  to  ex- 
amlaa  into  the  finances  and  departments  of 
tfM  aolaay  baan  haa^banad  to  by  tba  Gov- 
ernment  shortly  after  the  opening  of  the 
first  session  of  this  Assembly,  the  disgraee 
of  three  or  fonr  dafaleations,  which  only 
tend  to  injure  us  abroad  and  at  home,  would 
in   nil   probabiliry   have  never  occurred. 
Instead  of  waiting  till  1862,  to  have  the 
pablla  aeaooots  audited,  they  could  have 
been  audited  early  in  IMO.   If  paoulation 
had^[^|l#i^,  it  would  have  consequently 
bead  ^daiaeted  at  the  sUrt ;  and  before  it 
baaaiM  a6  deeply  seated  in  tbe  constitution 
b^he  government  party,  as  to  render  it 
doubly  necessary  to  place  a  different  man 
at  tba  baad  of  affairs  than  the  one  who  pu> 
Aaaed  the  Springs  ns  a  spepolation.  The 
•atiilltry  bas  had  a  surfeit  from  this  fruitful' 
itHilba»    It  is  sick,  heartily  sick  of  an  ad- 
■iniatration  so  led ;  and  as  every  step  only 
gets  worse  and  worse,  it  is  high  time  to  get 
rid  ot  the  primary  cause  of  scandal  after 
.faandal,  and  sensation  after  sensation.  Sev- 
and  constitntlonal  modea  could  be  adopted 
toeffeol  this  purpose. .  But  tbe  ordinary  and

long  blaolc  oatnlogue  of  public  delinqnenoies. 
A  o&talogue  full  enough  and  black  enough 
to  baoiaik  aoma  of  the  chief  Mtore  from  oiBbBe 
iiiiOoelilty.    A  glance  through  the  category 
may  not  be  unprofitable,  as  it  will  show 
how  intii^litely  cause  ia  aasoeiated  with 
•fiaet ;  how  the  plandering  of  the  Treasury 
may  follow  the  tramplint;  on  the  law  and 
the  common  rights  of  our  citizens.  First, 
w«  have  tb«  Attorney  General  advising 
•Ihiaa  to  mmkmnI  thair  votes,  and  they  voted. 
Next,  wo  find  votes  added  to  the  list  after 
the  lawful  term  had  transpired  for  registra* 
tioo.   Then  an  eieolion,  in  which  Pranklin 
WM  nHDirtMtd  by  illegal  Totes,  and  to  makn 
bis  seat  sore,  an  election  committee,  over 
wbieh  the  defaulting  Treararer  whs  eimir- 
man,  acted  out  its  part,  whedier  as  the  price 
of  a  saleried  office  in  hand  or  prospective  or 
not  we  cannot  aay.    Enough  service,  how- 
overt  was  done  by  tho  eommittee  to  make  a 
eandi^to  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
ilriihout  the  sanction  ot  publio  opinion  or 
lie  Ihw ;  and  there  the  shameless  mam- 
iOtee^  the  batt  of  hie  oolleagMs  and 
4^  'oootompt  of  his  cnnstitneni-y,  a  standing 
ttMmomeok  o(  wrong  trampling  on  right. 
Prior  to  this  event,  we  ftod  the  Obstructive 
:tti^orityia  tho  Assembly,  in  ooatiai^ention  of 
all  accepted  business  usages,  voting  not  to 
inqoire  into  the  publio  accounts,  not  to  see 
vhothor  the  aflUirs'.of  the  ooantry  had  been 
01  woro  booestly    administered.  Every 
avenue  to  inquiry  was  closed.    For  whst 
special  porposes,  whether  to  hide  deKnqoen- 
eioa  or  ool,  noOne  knoas.   Time  alone  will 
tell  why  tho  Obstmciives  cboso  darkness 
nlber  than  light;  but  in  the  interim  the 
poMie  will  catarally  conclude  that  they  love 
deeds  of  ovil.   Prominent  in  the  struggle 
waged  to  get  at  tho  rnblio  accounts  and 
opposed  to  following  the  enquiry  into  detail, 
atM4  tho  mombor  for  Esqoimait  towi>« 

Oo  tho  beels  of  the  decision  of  the  Eieo- 
lion Committee  deolnrina  Franklin  a  mem- 
ber for  Victoria,  the  chairman  receives  his 
appointment  as  Treasoror,  aod  vacates  bis 
seat  in  tho  Assembly  to  stand  once  more  for 
Esquimau  town.    Previous  to  the  Oommit- 
tee  meeting  it  «ras  ooderstood  the  promise 
of  tho  oAee  was  given  <liiro,  and  of  eourse 
ho  got  it.    Then  came  another  trampling 
upon  the  law.    The  list  of  voters  for  1859 
was  declared,  in  violation  of  th«  statute,  to 
be  tho  lisiw  i860.   The  reason  for  this 
was  simply  that  the  Treasurer  had  no  chnnoe 
of  election  with  the  legal  voters.    Had  his 
ililsrs  not  been  on  the  list,  of  eoorte  quite  a 
differoat  interpretation  would  have  been  put 
on  Hie  law.    By  means  ol  intimidation,  in 
which  two  of  the  highest  officials  showed 
themselves  totally  lost  to  every  Aonse  of 
poblio  propriety-— 80  \oat,  indeed,  that  an 
oath  was  fairly  forced  down  the  throat  of 
ona  vhtor^rtho  elootion  was  gained— the 
TreasuiOr  returned.    Even  then  a  commit- 
tee of  the  House  declared  the  list  of  voters 
null  and  void,  reported  it  so  to  the  Assem- 
bly, when  that  body,  to  show  its  disregard 
fhr  law,  reversed  the  dcr'sion.   The  Trea- 
surer then  resigned  his  seat  once  mure,  and 
appealed  to  his  oonstitoenoy  again.  The 
•aille  illegal  list  of  voters  wae  adopted,  and 
tho  drama  of  tramplin)»  on  right,  on  law,  on 
justice,  enacted  over— the  scenes  fallowing 
in  quick  soeoession.  -  Tho  inquiry  nainrally 
arises,  why  such  deeds  of  wron^;,  of  violation 
„f  law— why  8houId  men  go  to  such  lengths, 
if  it  wore  not  from  a  corrupt  motive?  If 
Gordon  bad  not  boon  a  naotly  tool^  osoful  to 

d^sigoing  mastare,  why  did  the  Government 
party  engage  in  loob  raids  on  law,  on  pro- 
priety 1  If  be  had  been  strloily  law-abiding, 
wonld  ha  have  allowed  himi^lf  to  be  the 
oavdidato  twice  of  n  Government  clique 
who  made  law  a  nullity  ?  Or  was  be  con 
tamlnaled  by  tho  company  in  whioh  ohanco 
foand  him  1  Was  he  rendered  worse  by  his 
political  associates,  and, as  effect  unalterably 
lUlows  oaose,  step  by  step  we  trace  down

No  ajl^j^liilMitfilil  defalcation. 
It  has^ra^wnowrror  the  last  six  months. 
It  has  been  common  town-talk.  It  was  re- 
garded as  certain.  Rottetinesti,  political  rot- 
tenness pointed  to  no.,Sither  e*d,  A  mkn  is 
picked  ap  on  the  street,  without  weulth  or 
sound  reputation,  and  as  the  price  of  polit- 
oal  services  ia  awarded  the  onstody  of  the 
Ttat*iiiy;i;;«^trii*agBnt  habits,  and  the  de- 
fault is  done.  The  Exooutive  must  have 
known  the  kind  of  sentinel  placed  in  charge 
of  the  public  money.  He  must  bnve  known 
the  pliable  tool  he  had  in  the  Assembly. 
Y\t  the  man  was  selected  no  later  than  the 
present  session  as  one  of  'he  two  govern- 
ment mouth-pieces  in  the  Assembly  ;  was 
upheld  in  the  Treasury  as  the  price  of  obo- 
dieooe  in  tho  Assembly.  No  Treasury,  no 
in^teUtwas  not  subh  ihe  bargain  1.  The 
bargain  is  transparent.  We  aik  then,  why 
should  the  Executive  trifle  with  public 
offices,  lend  encouragement  to  offenders 
who  overturn  our  statute  law  and  who  dis- 
grace the  fair  name  and  tarnish  the  fair 
fame  of  this  young  and  promising  commu- 
nity 1  Let  every  man  answer.

The  miserable  man,  who  to  serve  bis  prin-

the  streets,  a  man  void  of  a  practical  educa- 
tion, and  elevate  him  to  posts  of  honor  and 
emolument,  he  might  by  this  time  have 
been  a  Dsefol  eolooiat  instead  of  a  mined 
man.    Legally,  none  l)ut  himself  may  have 


done  wrong;  the  administration  may  be 
legally  free  from  any  complicity  or  imputa- 
tion. But  there  is  a  higher  law  than  the 
^  naked  letter  of  a  statute  ;  there  is  u  nobler 
tribunal  of  justice  than  the  Assize.  There 
ira  MBond  stMoto,  enforced  by  the  tribu- 
nal cf  pt^blio  opinion,  that  will  give  a  moral 
judgment  an<l  inflict  a  moral  punishment 
on  those  who  have  murally  been  the  cause 
of  tho  Treasurer's  ruin.

Victoria 
holds  a  good  geograpKltial  position,  aad  is  liktly 
always  to  be  a  town  of  some  importance;  but  no 
sooner  is  it  decided  that  New  Westminster  shall 
be  the  seat  of  Gtovernment  of  British  Columbia, 
than  off  they  go  to  buy  there,  idthongh  even  at 
that  time  it  was  well  known  that  is  eoast  root*  to 
the  mines  probably  eaUted,  and  only  rMuired  to 
b«  found  t  ikud  It  was  dlstinotly  understood  that 
tho  seat  of  Oovernment  might  be  removed  to  any 
place  of  which  the  local  advantages  rendersdit 
more  suitable  for  that  purpose.  Yet  these  infatuslc

Editor  British  CoLOJnsr:  Sir,  — A  more 
merited  eoademnation  of  a  pnUie  a«t  has  seldom 
Issued  (trom  tho  press  of  fny  tnm  eeuntry  than 
that  in  which  you  recently  denounced  the  lieens- 
iug  of  "dance  houses."  In  the  sentiments  to 
which  yon  have  gjl^ea  OtteranOO,  all  who  are  ac- 
quainted with  the  eharaeter  of  those  establish- 
ments Will  eonoor,  except  those  whose  thirst  for 
gain  overpowers  all  other  considerations,  and  who 
for  the  sake  of  the  paltry  fees  of  admittance  and 
otiier  oaavowed  soareSs  of  emolnment,  are  ready 
to  pander  to  the  lowest  passions  of  their  victims, 
regardless  of  the  widenipread  destruction  of  health, 
morality,  aad  pnbUo  order  to  irirfeh  they  are  eon- 
tributhig. 

Next  to  the  astonishment  exeited  hj  the  fact 
that  sueh  monstrous  iniquity  shnnld  be  dignified 
by  the  saaetiea  of  a  British  jndieial  fonetionarT, 
ia  thiat  oeeasloned  by  the  jasHfieation  set  ap,  vis : 

that  such  places  of  revelry  and  pollution  are  neces- 
sary to  retain  the  miners  in  Victoria.  To  this,  on 
behalf  of  that  class  of  our  ftllow-citiseas,  I  beg  to 
take  most  decided  exception.  The  greator  portien 
of  these  hardy,  and  in  many  eases  Intelltgeot  and 
h^h-minded  men,  must  painfully  feel  the  gross 
injnstioe  done  them  by  such  an  official  impeach- 
ment of  their  prioeiples  and  respeetability.  Had 
the  gentleman  who  uttered  It  inspected,  either  in 
person  or  by  a  trustworthy  proiy,  those  nightly 
gatherings,  he  would  have  found  them  to  consist 
asainly  ef  paisoas  who  havo  other  modes  of  ob- 
Uining  a  livdihood  than  by  deveteping  by  ezhaost- 
ing  labor  the  mineral  resonroes  of  the  Colonies. 
Tangle  leg  manufaoturers.  illicit  traders  in  small 
wares  with  the  Indians,  receivers  of  goods  from 
prrties  whoso  possessory  rights  are  not  too  strictly 
scrutinised,  li^|h^fingere(l  gentry  who  ajre  not 
scrupulous  as  to  the  means  of  aooniaitinn;  and 
kindred  oharaetors,  are  not  to  be  conwanded  with 
an  honest  and  industrial  population.  Nor  should 
they  be  permitted  with  impunity,  much  less  be 
annorfated,  to  entice  into  their  soclnty  unwary  men, 
who  have  the  goM  whieh  they  would  fain  appro- 
priate, by  proeessM  #ith  which  tho  frequenters  of 
sueh  haunU  sre  best  aeqnainted. 

The  defenders  of  these  ho'-bcds  of  vico  find  pol- 
Intlon.who  soreen  themselves  (as  well  they  lo.iy) 
behind  fletitions  signaturss.  have  tslcen  posi- 
tions too  revolting  to  food  sense  and  pulilic 
morality  to  need  refutation.  Tho  only  mndi- 
eum  of  truth  conUlned  in  their  communicatioim, 
is  the  admission  that  the  only  fomalo  participants 
in  theao  "Terpsiohorean  exercises"  are  the  lowest 
order  of  the  pagan  cnmnuinity  around  us,  de- 
graded by  vices  unknown  among  them  before  tho 
advent  of  their  present  white  associutes,  and  dif- 
fusing abroad  disease  and  wretchedneis,  theram- 
illeations  of  wl.ich  through  -fttt>jr^-  .so(ii!Jy,  can 
neither  be  adequately  described  nor  sufficiently 
deprecated. 

A  petition  has  been  recently  circulated  for  the 
suppression  of  one  of  thete  dens  on  Fort  Street, 
and  you  havo  announced  and  denonneed  another 
on  tiumholdt  street.  Not  less  objectionable  is 
that  still  longer  existing  near  to  my  own  rosi- 
denee.  It  is  a  positivo  outrage  to  aalhorise  pooh 
a  place  of  uproar  and  disturbance  In  the  imme- 
diato  vicinity  of  tacretofuro  peaceful  dwellings. 
Night  after  night  family  repose  in  the  neighlrar- 
hood  iS'  either   entirely    prevented,    or  fre- 

?uenily  disturbed,  by  tho  noises  proceeding 
rom  the  Uetnied  room.  And  after  tho  lighu 
are  estingnished,  the  street  adjacent  is  for  a  pro- 
ttamid  period fillttt  with  hootings  and  blaspbe- 
laoa*  and  ribald  eaolamationc  utterly  revolting. 

The  preposterous  protsnee  that  until  the  bonr 
of  dispersion  it  is  better  to  have  these  cr.>wds  of 
deptavel  wnmen  within  the  dance  house  than  on 
the  publio  streets,  assumes  the  absurdity  that  their 
presence  in  the  town  ahntiUl  be  tolerated.  The 
policy  of  the  police  dopartment  must  have  under- 
gone a  somewhat  sudden  and  radical  chanjre.  A 
short  time  ago  the  constabnUrv  had  orders  to 
oblige  all  Indian  women  to  leave  the  town  for  their 
encampments  before  dark.  Now  they  are  to  be 
harbored  in  the  danco  houses  until  half  the  night 
is  spent,  and  then  turned  out  to  roam  at  largo  in 
their  drunken  excitement.  The  whole  system  of 
permitting  them  to  frequent  the  town,  or  to  live  iti 
its  vicinity,  is  rsdicsUy  wrong,  and  should  bn  ab- 
ro|iated  beforn  a  harvest  of  evil  shall  be  reapcil 
fearful  to  contemplate.  Beyond  tho  demoraliza- 
tion of  the  sfttlcd  population  occasioned  by  their 
presence,  what  must  be  the  effect  upon  the  health 
anithc  discipline  of  troops,  should  this  be  made 
a  military  station?  In  every  point  of  view  tho 
wrong  done  is  enormous,  and  if  instMAotpolicn 
an  angements  being  aimed  ai^  its  repfMMiNt,  they 
be  brought  to  bear  npon  its  support,  or  misnamed 
regulation,  it  will  soon  be  the  imperative  duty  of 
parents  tn  hasten  with  their  fMoilles  from  ths 
town  as  they  would  from  a  pfstilenee.

Well,  one  may  almost 
safely  say  that  Alexandria  |must  eventually  be- 
coroo  the  principal  interior  town  of  British  Colum- 
bia, if  not  the  seat  of  Oovsmiitent,  although  at 
present  the  town  ooosisls  of  four  dismantled 
houses,  and  asolitary  Indian  by  way  of  inhahilsnts. 
Thero  are  many  reasons  why.  It  is  the  only  spot 
on  the  river  where  a  town  could  be  placol.  Roads 
branch  from  it  in  every  direction,  both  to  tho  gold 
fields  And  tho  farming  districts.  From  it  steamers 
could  run  up  the  river  far  towards  Fort  George, 
in  the  event  of  tho  mines  extending  more  in  that 
direction,  while  from  any  p6int  below  the  river  is 
not  navigable."' For  this  resson  the  coast  route 
nrut.  f  ill  in  at  Fort  Alexandria,  or  above  it. 
1  he  latter  is  unlikely  from  the  difficulties  of  lli« 
country,  but  to  Fort  Alexandriii  the  road  is 
almost  avttiliihle  at  tho  present  moment.  The 
Ilella  Whoolla  River  is  navigable  for  steamboaU 
of  light  draught,  ai  fsr  as  Nootleaoh,  whence 
Messrs.  McKonsie  and  Cain  brought  packed 
horses  to  Alexandria,  a  short  time  ago.  Many 
residing  in  the  nppei  eountry  are  ftilly  sensible 
of  tho  Importance  whioh  will  eventually  Invest 
Alsxandria,  but  it  is  not  easy  to  ocntsr  capital  ia  a

DivisioK  o»  Familisb  im  thb  Nationai. 
Stbipb.— The  division  of  families  in  the  war  is 
strikingly  illustr.ited  in  the  ease  of  two  of  tbotaost 
distinguished  families  in  Kentucky  : .
